THERE  ARE  HIGHLIGHTS  to  be  noted  in  a review  of  Mrs.  Edwards'  teaching  career  in  Newport  News.  One 
such  is  her  long  and  brilliant  sponsorship  of  the  Literary  Club.  For  many  years  this  organization  carried  on 
a high  level  program  and  once  a year  presented  an  outstanding  assembly  program.  Mrs.  Edwards'  teach- 
ing career  has  been  ably  matched  by  service  in  the  professional  organizations  of  the  city  and  state.  Her 
service  in  the  Newport  News  Education  Association,  as  its  president  and  as  a working  member  in  many 
capacities,  constitutes  a notable  chapter  in  its  history. 

It  is  difficult  to  assess  the  many  values  which  flow  from  a teach- 
ing career  that  is  spent  virtually  in  one  great  school.  The  work 
of  a contributive  teacher  is  enhanced  by  its  presence  in  a school 
which  offers  great  opportunities  for  contribution.  Mae  Marshall 
Edwards  is  a teacher  who  rose  to  meet  the  obligation  which  such 
opportunities  impose. 

Probably  the  basic  service  rendered  by  a teacher  throughout 
a period  of  years  is  that  rendered  to  the  thousands  of  students 
who  study  in  her  classes.  Figuring  three  hundred  different  pupils 
per  year,  forty  years'  service  would  give  a total  of  twelve  thou- 
sand young  people  who  have  enjoyed  a period  of  continued  con- 
tact with  the  teacher  in  the  classroom  and  in  other  activities  — 
the  population  of  a small  city.  It  is  an  impressive  thought;  it  is 
a reflection  fraught  with  recollection  and  pregnant  with  satis- 
factions for  the  years  of  retirement.

THE  HONOR  SYSTEM  in  Newport  News  High 
School  had  its  origin  in  1933.  At  that  time  the  sys- 
tem was  carried  on  by  a number  of  subject  classes 
known  as  honor  classes.  To  become  an  honor  class, 
the  members  had  to  be  in  unanimous  agreement 
that  they  would  follow  the  system.  The  next  step 
in  the  evaluation  of  our  present  system  was  to  al- 
low individual  students  to  pledge  themselves  as 
honor  students  in  regards  to  all  their  classes.  After 
this,  the  Student  Council  made  up  an  honor  code 
and  established  the  Honor  Council  to  administer 
infractions  of  the  honor  code.  The  Honor  Council 
is  composed  of  eight  members  representing  all  five 


grade  levels  in  the  school.  The  eighth  grcde,  fresh- 
man class,  and  sophomore  class  elect  cne  member 
each  from  three  nominees.  The  junior  and  senior 
classes  elect  two  members  to  the  council  from  the 
slate  of  nominees.  The  council  itself  elects  one  of 
its  junior  class  members  to  serve  as  a carry-over 
member  during  his  senior  year.  Thus  the  seniors 
actually  have  three  members  on  the  council. 

The  principal  aim  of  our  honor  system  is  not  to 
bring  punishment  upon  the  offender  but  to  help 
that  person  see  the  error  of  his  ways  and  make  a 
renewed  attempt  to  live  by  the  honor  code.

HARDWOOD  HIGHLIGHTS 

Displaying  the  basketball  perfection  and  coolness  that  have  accompanied  them  through  so  many  banner 
basketball  seasons,  Newport  News  High  School  Cagers  fought  and  surged  their  way  to  another  highly 
successful  season. 

Starting  slowly,  the  Typhoon  wa  shanded  two  losses  in  its  opening  games  but  went  on  to  win  the  rest  of 
their  conference  bouts  and  wind  up  Eastern  District  Champions  again.  Their  only  losses  during  the  reg- 
ular season  came  at  the  hands  of  two  non-conference  teams — Duke  University's  J.  V.  squad  and  Fork 
Union  Military  Academy. 


As  with  all  of  Coach  Julie  Conn's  great  basketball  teams  their  motto  was:  "One  for  all.  all  for  one."  The 
Cold  and  Blue  really  exemplified  its  motto  this  year  as  the  three  top  scorers  for  the  team  were  bunched  right 
up  together  in  average  points  per  game.  Forward  Cecil  Wright  led  the  team  with  an  average  of  12.9  points 
per  game,  and  he  was  followed  closely  by  guard  Bob  Conley  with  a 12.7  average.  Don  Brandt,  the  team's 
other  guard,  was  just  behind  Conley  with  a 10.2  average  for  the  season.  Cecil  Underwood,  the  center, 
barely  missed  being  a 10-pointer  as  he  ended  the  season  with  an  average  of  9.7  points  per  game. 

The  Golden  Typhoon  as  defending  state  champions  and  leader  of  the  Eastern  District  quints  went  into  the 
state  tournament  with  quiet  hope  and  determination  to  bring  the  crown  back  to  Newport  News  for  the 
third  consecutive  year  . . . but  it  was  not  to  be.  Drubbing  Danville  60-35,  the  Cold  and  Blue  won  the 
opening  round  of  the  tournament,  but  the  second  round  saw  the  Newport  team  fail  to  recover  from  a dis- 
astrous first  quarter  in  which  they  scored  only  5 points  and  lost  to  Alexandria  45-40.  The  Typhoon  did, 
•however,  win  the  consolation  game  on  the  next  night,  defeating  Thomas  Jefferson  of  Richmond  61-47. 


When  time  for  honor  came  around,  it  was  found  that  Newport  News  had  placed  one  man,  Bob  Conley,  on 
the  All-State  Basketball  team  and  two  men,  Bob  Conley  and  Cecil  Wright,  on  the  Eastern  District  All-Star 
team.

Girders  that  had  previously  supported  the  roof, 
spiraled  down  and  twisted  across  the  floor  of  the 
stage.  The  damage  of  this  devastating  fire  started 
by  three  young  arsonists  amounted  to  almost 
$400,000. 
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THE  COMBINED  manpower  of  the  Newport  News, 
Warwick,  and  C.  & 0.  Fire  Departments  poured 
tons  of  water  on  the  roaring  inferno  before  the 
flames  were  subdued.  Seventy-five  firemen  fought 
valiantly  to  prevent  the  spread  of  flames  and  save 
our  high  school  from  total  destruction.  In  the  up- 
per left  of  the  above  picture  part  of  the  wall  can 
be  seen  collapsing  into  the  building. 

The  fire,  however,  failed  to  dampen  school  spirit. 


School  officials  and  students  cooperated  in  read- 
justing themselves  to  the  situation,  and  school 
opened  a week  later  than  scheduled  with  activities 
in  full  swing.  The  effects  of  the  fire  will  have  far- 
reaching  results  in  the  plans  for  reconstruction 
that  school  officials  are  making. 

The  fire  will  long  be  remembered  by  faculty,  alumni, 
and  students  as  a tragic  phase  in  the  history  of 
Newport  News  High  School.
